The teaching and learning of the humanities at the baccalaureate level have 
been assessed by a blue-ribbon study group of 31 nationally prominent authorities 
on higher education convened by the National Endowment for the Humanities (NEH). 


Meetings were held in Washington, D.C. on April 24, June 8, and July 24, 1984. 
Background papers prepared by the members and data from several national 
studies were used in the deliberations of the Study Group on the State of Learning in 
the Humanities in Higher Education. A Final Report, entitled To Reclaim a Legacy: A 
Report on the Humanities in Higher Education, was issued in November 1984 and 
has been announced as ED 247 880 in the January 1985 issue of Resources in 
Education (RIE).
